' Church, 'l'attnall county, Ga., on Saturday before the fourth 
Sunday in November, 1896, from the seyeral Churches, viz: 
Cedar Creek, Sunlight, Anderson, Bay Branch, Love’s Chapel, 
Beard’s Creek, Bethel and Corinth, having then and there 
agreed to be one body, called the Bethel Primitive Baptist Asso- 
ciation. 
| 1. This Association will meet annually to worship and :

2. This Association will be composed of messengers from - 
their churches whose names s' all be inserted in their letters. 
| 3. This Association shall have power to make its rules to 
govern itself while in session. But none of its rules shall be 
binding on the churches, for they are free and of right ought 
to be. 
4. It shall be the duty of this Association to elect a mod- 
erator and cierk at each session by the messengers present, 
and the clerk to keep a record of each minute. 
5. This Association shall call for, and admit into its body, 
_any church that is orderly and orthodox; also it any church 
wishes to withdraw from this body she may do so at her, dis- 
_ cretion. ¥S 
6. It shall be the duty of this Association to appoint a 
| committee to arrange preaching. 


7. It shall be the duty of this Association to appoint a 


committee to arrange general meetings. 
: 8. It shall be the duty of this Association to appoint a 
committee on finance. 

- 9. If any church deems it fit shia proper not to represent with 
us in our Association, such action does not impair our fellow- | 
ship with the members of such church; and while that for the 
sake of Scriptural truth, Gospel peace, order and freedom, we 
hereby discontinue all formal correspondence with our sister 
Associations, we take pleasure in declaring our warmest Chris- 
tian love for all our Brethren everywhere and we do most af- 
fectionately invite them to make loving and personal visits to 
us, not only at our Association, but also to our churches indi- 


vidually, feeling that we will give them a more cordial weleome |
